Col. Clifton Rodes Anderson, one of 
Danville's most prominent and highly 
esteemed dtteeas, Aed suddenly at 
tiie funiljr reafdenee.

In order to carry out the daylight 
savings plan which has been adopted 
by the War Dqpartmrat, all clocks 
will be moved forward for tiiia year 
the sane aa last year one boor in or- 
der to accomplish more durii^ tiie 
daylight hours. The change of time 
is effective on Saturday night. When 
you retire you are supposed to move 
the hands of tiie dock one boar f or- 
wark. Here is fte law on tte sub- 
ject: 

'That at 2 o'dock ante-meri^an 

of the last Simday in March of each 
year, the standard time of each zone 
shall be advanced one hour, and at 2 
o'dock ante-meridian of the last Sun- 
day in October of eadi year, tiw 
standard time of eadi rooe abdl, by 
the retarding of one, be returned t9 
the mean astoonomickl time of the de- 
gree of longitude governing each zone 
respectively." 

There will be no inspectors going 
about the country peering at every 
watdi and dock to see wbetiier tile 
time pieces have been prop er ly set. 
But the person who fails to comply 
with the law will find himself an hour 
behind the rest of the popul.^tion 
Train schedules, mail connections, tel- 
egraph offices, banks, and all kinds of 
busineas .will be operating under the 
new plan and only the i Boate ra of liv- 
ing creatures wffl aa a daas sUdc to 
the old time. 

The purpose of the new law is to get 
people who work by the clock up and 
at their work an hour earlier, leaving 
them in the latto: part of the day with 
an extra bonr to be spent dlher in 
continuing their work by daylight or 
outdoor work or sport. The principal 
benefit of the law ^vill be in the large 
dties where there are thousands 
indnstrlal workers who without this 
extra hour would have no time to cul- 
tivate hone gardens.
